; “She is not, at this time, au- 
thorized to teach this class nor 
may student credit be granted 
for it if she continues to meet 
it,” James Sawrey told Mrs. 
Mitford’s 230 students, who of- 
fered catcalls and boos in re- 
sponse. Sawrey is dean of the, 
School of Social Sciences. 

“They’ll have to pick me up 
and toss me out to keep me 
from teaching,” .Mrs. Mitford 
told reporters after the class. 
“From the look of things, 
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they’llhave to toss out the 
whole student body, and they 
weigh a lot more than I do.”

Sirs. Mitford’s • husband, 
Robert Treuhaft, an ©akland ■ 
attorney, is discussing possible 
legal action with the Ameri- 
can Civil Liberties Union.
